NOTES AND COMMENT. 


The political upheaval at 
Ottawa may be in the interests 
of some party or parties, but it 
is very far from being in the 
interest of the country at large. 
Out of the melee the Conserv- 
atives have gained control of 
the election machinery but in 
order to permit this the busi- 
ness of the country will be in a 
chaotic condition until another 
general election is held, and 
even the result of this may stiil 
leave an impossible situation, 
The has been very 
freely expressed, particularly in 
Conservative quarters, that the 
legislation enacted in the pre- 


opinion 


sent session was noticeably 
favorable to the progressive 
element. If such an assump- 


tion isanywhere near correct it 
would appear the Progressives 
have deliberately abandoned 
their outstanding opportunity 
to easily advance their own 
policies. They may possibly 
retain control of the house in 
another election but there is no 
remote possibility that they 
must not work in accord with 
one party or the other to ac- 
complish anything. In the pres- 
ent instance they have re- 
pudiated both Liberal and Con- 
servative rule, and friction in 
their own ranks has resulted. 
The situation is not hopeful. 
A higher tariff wall between 
Canada and the United States 
does not seem desirable for 
western interests, but anything 
like a continued deadlock may 
finally resultin the acceptance 
of this handicap in order to 
secure stable government. 


This session’s budget was 
popular all over the west and it 
should be difficult in the future 
to convince anyone that higher 
duties would mean anything 
but higher taxation. Taxes. 
both Dominion and Provincial, 
have been very high and any 
tendency to relicve the burden 
could scarcely fail to be accept- 
able. Still having just unanim- 
ously elected a government in 
this province that has con- 
sistently added new taxes and 
vetuined all the old ones, in- 
creased Dominion levies should 
not be regarded as serious,

Nineteen twenty-seven will be a re- 
turn of 1816, ‘the year without a sum- 
mer,” a growing season with marked 
crop failures throughout the whole 
northern hemisphere, and it will be- 
come necessary for the nations of the 
world to use their war powers to con- 
serve food and protect their popul- 
ations from starvation, according to a 
by Herbert 
Browne, ocean meteorologist aud long 
range weather forecaster, before 500

casting which opened in Chicago. 

“The saine oceanic changes that pre- 
vailed 110 years ago are now in evi- 
dence,” he said. ‘We will have the 
severest winter in 1926-27 ever known

America is practically surrounded by 
by cold water and will be for the next 
year,”

He bases his forecasts an the chan- 
ges in the amount of heat given off by 
the sun and absorbed by the salt’ wat- 
ers of the ocean. ‘It has taken since 
the beginning of 1922 for the northern 
Pacific area to exhaust the momen- 
tum of the sun’s heat which began to 
drop five years ago. 

“Cold air will come into the Cana- 
dian northwest and deep into. the 
United States next winter and in 1927 
from the Arctic and Behring seas. 
Cold will also come from cold waters 
which now extend from California to 
the Hawaiian Islands.” 

Despite the fact that officials of the 
United States weather bureau ¢laim 
that there is no scientific principle 
known whereby weather can be fore- 
cast accurately more than 36 hours in 
advance, Mr, Browne finds plenty of 
evidence in the ocean to indicate a 
“summerless year" in 1927 and pre- 
dicts a repetition of the year when 
farmers broke ice here at Fort Dear- 
born to water their horses on July 5, 
1816, 

He also predicts that within five 
years Lake Michigan's level will be 
restored to the mark at which it was 
before the drainage canal was opened, 
as the result of increased rainfall.
